PiTTSBUBO, July 28—A. cyclonic storm 
burst upon this city yesterday after- 
noon and in the evening, the full ex 
tent of the damage of which was not 
known until daylight, when wreck and 
ruin were apparent 
on all 
sides. 
Steeples were blown from churches and 
adjoining buildings crushed, 
houses 
were unroofed, trees broken off and in 
some cases torn up by the roots, while 
the havoc caused by the heavy rainfall 
of last week was repeated. 
There 
were two persons killed. Jacob AfiPelter 
and John Figgs, and quite a number 
injured. 


The approach of the storm was her- 
alded by black clouds that turned day- 
light into darkness. 
There was a 
constant roll of terrifying thunder and 
incessant flashes of vivid lightning that 
gave warning to pedestrians to seek 
places of safety. The wind rose to a 
gale as the rain began to fall and then 
the hurricane came on with a roar, 
driving the rain in solid sheets before, 
it. In an instant the streets in many 
parts of the city were filled with flying 
branches of trees. 
Tin roofs were 
lifted from houses and sent whirling 
over chimney tops, knocking them 
down like ten pins. 
Signs and fences 
and trees fell, crushing out the lives of 
two men and injarinfij several others. 
For a little over a minute the hurricane 
blew at the rate of thirty miles an 
hour and then decreased to twenty- 
four 
miles 
for 
five 
minutes 
and 
ceased. 
The thunder and 
lightning,, however, kept up a terrific 
display, while the rain continued to 
pour down. An hour of low mumuring 
thunder and sheet li^tning the storm 
broke out again, but the force of it 
seemed to be in the country districts 
back of the south side hillp, and re- 
ports coming in at a late hour contain- 
ed the information that much damage 
had been done by lightning and an 
exceptionally heavy downpour of rain. 
This storm crossed Silver Lake, and 
the dam, unable to stand the strain of 
the waters behind, gave way, turning 
Finley's Hollow into a raging torrent 
and swelling Negley's Bun into a river 
until it emptied into the Allegheny 
near the Brilliant pumping station. 
At Braddock hail added damage, and 
when the hurricane reached Turtle 
Creek it assumed the awful proportions 
of a cyclone, 
doing untold dam- 
age. 
In 
the 
oil 
fields, 
der- 
ricks were blown down, particularly 
in O'Hara township. 
Sewickley, Cora- 
oplis, Bellevue and Ackes Bocks suf- 
fered severely. In Millvale and Sharps- 
burg hail caused havoc and glaziers 
will be busy for several days. Col. 
Frank Bidgeway, the local forecast 
official was at his desk when the first 
storm cloud darkened the sky. He 
said last night that he had never seen 
a more perfect cyclone formation in 
the clouds and that the city was not 
visited with a cyclone worse than that 
which caused the St. Louis horror, is 
due to the intervening hills. 
The cir- 
cular movement of the wind was broken 
in the lower strata, or else there 
would 
have 
been 
a 
path 
plowed through the two cities sev- 
eral blocks wide. 
In the 
evening 
another storm swept over the city dur- 
ing which torrents of rain fell while the 
wind blew a gale, but no serious damage 
resulted. 
From 8 o'clock until mid- 
night. .75 inches of rain fell, making a 
total of 1.42 inches. The storm was 
one long continued rumbling 
that 
tolled through the heavens with the 
noise of distant cannonading. The 
lightning, meanwhile, illuminated the 
sky with inceBsant flashes of bluish, 
glaring light. It was not until midnight 
that the god of the storm ceased his 
loud murmurings. 
MINBBS DROWNED. 


PiTTSBOBG, Pa;, July 28.—One of the 
most terrible results of the storm last 
night was the drowning of a number of 
coal miners in the Painters Bun dis 
trict just over the Washington county 
line. 
The boarding house which they 
occupied was blown down and swept 
away and of the sixteen miners sleep 
ing in it, fifteen are believed to have 
been drowned. 
The bodies of five 
have been recovered. 
One of the men 
was rescued. 
They are all foreigners, 
mostly Italians, and were employed in 
the mines of Col. W. P. Bend and tbe 
Bidgeway-Bishop coal company. 


The boarding house was a little 
mining settleiuent called Cecil, on the 
line of the eight mile braiicbi of the 
Panhandle road, 
wiii-:;b li^aves the 
Chartiers division at Bridgfeyille. The 
branch runs over to McDonald and 
Cecil is located midway between the 
two points. 


The fatality ocoured at 4 a. m., when 
the small Btream, Painters Bun, which 
empties into Chartiers Creek, was sud- 
denly swollen into a raging torrent by 
a cloud burst. The stream has been 


very high on account of the rain, but 
little damage had been done before the 
rush of water which carried away the 
tenement house. 
The particulars of 
the fatality which have been received 
in this city are very meager, owing to 
the remoteness of the locality and the 
fact that the wires are down. 


Five of the bodies of the unfortunates 
were recovered during the morning at 
various points about a mile away from 
where the house stood. The other ten 
are believed to have perished. 
One of 
the sixteen was rescued while clinging 
to a tree. 
Another of the occupants of 
the house was discovered clinging to 
the boughs of a tree three miles down 
the stream. He was unconscious and 
died a few moments later. 


A greai deal of mining and oil prop- 
erty was damaged in the district along 
the Bun. 
The water rose in places to a 
depth of eighteen feet. The loss m 
the district will amount to thousands 
of dollars. 


Ae most miners in the houses which 
were swept away were foreigners and 
mostly Italians, it was impossible to 
learn their names. 
Many 
narrow 
escapes are reported from the valley 
through which Painter's Bun courses, 
and it is not unlikely that some others 
may have perished, although there is 
no further rumored loss of life. Several 
houses in the valley were swept away, 
but the occupante, so far as learned, all 
managed to seek places of safety before 
their homes were carried down the 
stream. 
Some of the occupants were 
rescued in skiffs. The rigging in oil 
wells were swept a#ay and the men 
working around them were compelled 
to flee for their lives as the torrent bore 
down the valley on its courie of death 
and destruction. 
The high 
water 
caused the bilers to explode in the No. 
4 mine of Col, W. P. Bend, the Chicago 
operator. The boiler house wss de 
stroyed and considerable damage done, 
but no one was hurt. 


William Bose, a Swedish gardner, 
aged fifty years, was drowned near 
Boston, Pa., at 5 o'clock this morning, 
while attempting to ford Long run. 
His body was recovered in the Ohio 
river three hours 
later at Alavon, 
twenty-eight miles from Boston. 
This 
makes eighteen deaths so far reported. 


DAMAQE TO PROPFIRTT. 


PITTSBURG, July 28.--The damage to 
property by the storm was general and 
various. The wind unroofed dozens of 
houses, while others were damaged by 
water washing their foundations away. 
Still others, were struck by lightning. 
The traction lines, as usual, were com- 
pelled to suspend operations. 
Great 
heaps of dirt and • debris, from the 
previous flood, piled near the tracks, 
were washed down again and the lines 
which 
escaped serious delays were 
those on the south side. In the Penn- 
sylvania avenue mill district twenty- 
five large smoke and draft stacks were 
blown down, buildings were unroofed, 
trees were uprooted and scarcely a 
house in the district passed through 
the storm intact. 


Butleres street got a repetition of the 
storm of July 15, and the persons who 
suffered property loss on that occasion 
had the same experience yesterday. 
The east end got its first touches of the 
year. Trees and telegraph poles went 
down under the wind. 
Fences and 
outbuildings were destroyed and large 
buildings suffered the loss of roofs and 
windows. 
Brushton and Wilkinsburg 
suffered to a considerable extent, but 
not so badly as the districts nearer the 
river. 
The Second avenue, Fifth ave- 
nue and Hill districts got the full fury 
of the storm and the damage is general 
and widespread. 
Windows, trees and 
small structures were destroyed. Many 
houses were unroofed and it is remark- 
able that there were not more persons 
seriously injured. 


The telegraph and telephone systems 
of the two cities was badly damaged. 
All the police and fire alarm wires were 
wrecked to a greater or less extent, but 
by dint of hard work during the night 
they have been put in fair shape again. 
TheC. D. & P. Telegraph company 
suffered greatly. 
Almost half the tele- 
phone lines in Allegheny county were 
out of order last night and strenuous 
efforts are being made to repair the 
damage. At 9 o'clock a m. it was esti- 
mated that 7C0 lines were still out of 
order. The Western Union and Postal 
Telegraph companies suffered much 
damage, but by hard work enough 
lines were kept open to handle press- 
ing business. The electric light and 
street railway wires were bably dis- 
ordered by the wind and were crossed 
andrecrossed with other lines until 
they were straightened out. 


All the railroads suffered heavily 
from the landslides but the through 
lines are all op an and the trains are 
running with very little delay. 
The 
Chartiers railroad is blocked at Can- 
nonsburg by the washing away of a 
bridge and the Pittsburg. Virginia and 
Charleston road is impassable beyond 
Monongahela City. 
The southwestern 
branch of the Pennsylvania railroad is 
also tied up by washouts and slides, 
but the officials hope to have trains 
running within a few hours. 


U N D E R A HOT SUN. 


The Heat Sent Several Soldiers 
Into Retirement, 


afidnight aiarcli and Bivonac Planned, 
With a Retnrn and Attack on 
tbe Camp Planned. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 28.—Pleasant 
enough were the quarters of the Indi- 
ana National Guard at the camp at 
Fairview yesterday, as long as the 
soldiers kept to quarters, but in the 
open fields, where the drills and parades 
were held, the heat was intense and the 
militiamen 
suffered 
considerably. 
There were many ca^es of exhaustion 
where men were compelled to retire 
from the field. There were, however, 
few serious cases, only one man being 
so completely overcome as to be com- 
pelled to leave camp, and only eight 
were compelled to retire from duty for 
the day. 


Lewis Worthington, a member of 
one of the unassigned colored com- 
panies of this city, was sent Home. He 
was prostrated by the heat during 
parade Sunday 
afternoon, and the 
surgeons believed he wOuld be unfit 
for furthur duty during'the period of 
the encampment. 
Ogden Schell, of 
Fort Wayne, member of the hospital 
corps of the Third regiment, secured 
leave of absence on account of the 
illness of his mother, and went home 
last evening. 


Altogether the health of the camp is 
unusual. 
There were no men in the 
hospitals 
yesterday. 
The surgeons 
had little to do. There were the usual 
number of applications for small arti- 
cles of medicines, but they were trivial 
as a ¿rule. 
At brigade headquarters. 
Surgeon General Wright wei walking 
about with great difficulty. 
He was 
suffering with erysipelei in the left 
foot. 
He noticed the pain Sunday 
night and thought it might be erysipe- 
]^as, but not until yesterday, when he 
found the foot swollen to an abnormal 
size, did he begin treating it. 
He will 
stick to the camp, if possible, but may 
have to turn the work over to his 
assistant. 
General McEee was laid up 
yesterday afternoon with a 
severe 
headache. It did not interfere with 
his duties, however. 


Army life wk3 a r.3ality beginning 
yesterday morning. 
Sunday the camp 
had not been put thoroughly in order, 
and, being a day of rest anyhow, the 
military discipline was not so rigidly 
enforced; but yesterday every soldier 
had to come to the scratch in every 
little point of duty. 
It was a new 
thing to many of the boys who are 
spending their first days in camp, and 
it was not surprising that many of them 
found their way in the guardhouse. 


There is a great rivalry between the 
various companies, and especially be- 
tween those of different 
regiments 
which adjoin. 
Lines are strictly drawn 
between the regiments, and a patrol of 
pickets is constantly on duty along 
these lines. Woe to any non-com- 
missioned officer or high private who 
steps over the line.

captures him, and 
held until he can be escorted back to 
his own regiment, after the proper 
amount of red tape has been used.

The 
aggregate of the bids, twenty two in 
number, amounted to only 11,010,000, 
the price ranging from par to 105.35,

The result was discouraging 
to the comptroller, at whose euggestion 
a year ago it was decided that future 
issues of bonds should be made payable 
in gold, the rate of interest being at 
the same time increased from 3 to 3^ 
percent. In Brooklyn $ 1 0 , 3 5 0 , 0 0 0 of 
31 per cent, gold bonds were to have 
been awarded today, but as only two 
bids had been received it was decided 
not to open the tenders until Sept. 15

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 2 8 —The pop- 
ulist state 
gubernatorial convention 
met in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives this afternoon, and Hon. J. 
H. McDowell was elected temporary 
chairman. Mr. McDowell, upon taking 
the chair, spoke of the recent national 
convention of the party, and said: 


"We have nominated the great Tom 
Watson, of Georgia, and now, under- 
stand, we are not going to draw him 
off under any circumstances. I stand 
here instructed by Senator Marion 
Butler to tell you this.

man to tell you what to do in 
regard to electors.

INDIANAPOLIS, July 28. — Attorney 
General Ketcham today brought suit 
against the Adams and the American 
express companies demanding 10,447.76 
from the first named and 16,602 53 
from the other, with equal amount as 
penalty for unpaid taxes of 1895, as- 
sessed throughout the state in the 
counties in which these companies do 
business.

MANY APPLICANTS. 


County Teachers' Examination 
Largely Attended. 


Few Get liicenses Owing to Difficnlt 
«(aestions—Candidates Blany, 
Positions Few. 


The examination for teachers held 
last Saturday by Supt. F. J. Young 
attracted 120 applicants, the largest 
number that has taken the examina- 
tion since the first of the year. 


These examinations are held monthly. 
The questions are prepared by the state 
board and sent 
to Superintendent 
Young and other county superintend- 
ents under seal. 
The seal is broken by 
a committee appointed by the appli- 
canls on the day of the examination. . 


The per cents are graded on the fol- 
lowing eleven subjects: 
Orthography, 
reading, writing, arithmetic, geography, 
grammar, physiology, United 
States 
history, theory, literary review, temper- 
ance; and besides these Mr. Young 
examines them upon the item of 
"SucceEs." which, however, they are 
not graded upon. 
Thus it will be seen 
that the questions cover a large scope 
and the applicant must necessarily be 
well posted to 
pass the examina- 
tion. 
The June 
examination was 
very difficult, only fiifteen out of ICO 
applicants in this city securing the per 
cent necessary to make them eligible 
for positions. 
Beports 
from other 
counties indicate that trouble » equally 
as great, for in Carrol county only 
twelve out of eighty passed; and in 
Cass county fourteen of fifty-five appli- 
cants were successful. Superintendent 
Young says he will not be obliged to 
issue licenses on a lower basis of grad- 
ing in order to provide a sufficient 
number of teachers, as there is a sur- 
plus of applicants. 
There are, approx- 
imately, 120 places to be kept filled in 
the city and 180 in the county outside 
of the city, this increasing e3 new 
schools are built. 


There is not the encouragement now 
for securing a position as teacher, 
owing to the fact that the examina- 
tions are growing harder and harder. 
Yet each monthly examination draws 
forth a large number of anxious appli- 
cants.

only a slight part of the perils

rigors met by those who go in boats 
and sledges to the arctic zone.

The American people will be glad to 
hear that Li H u n g Chang is to visit this 
country on his way home, and that 
h e 
is to be treated as the guest of the na- 
tion. 
It would be gratifying to believe 
that the visit of the great viceroy 
to 
Europe and to this country might be 
the means of converting China from 
her isdilation and ezclusiveness 
and 
opening the empire to the influences of 
western oivilization,, but any such e x 
pectation would be visionary. 
It is 
now more than fifty years since the 
English forced their way into Chinese 
territory at Hong 
Eong, 
and nearly 
forty years since the treaty of Tien 
Tsin was ratified by t h e persuasion of 
the cannon of the allies. 
It cannot be 
said that the experience of the limited 
intercourse since then 
between China 
and the outer world has in any way 
modified the essential'traits of Chinese 
character or affected their 
way 
of 
thinking or living. 


At Washington 
we may 
show the 
viceroy the capitol and 
the 
modest 
home of the chosen chief magistrate of 
seventy millions of 
people; from the 
dome of the Pulitzer building in New 
York he may 
look 
down 
on a 
city 
richer than all China; we may show 
him our printing offices, our schools, 
our banks, otir factories, our 
seaports 
and railroads, our cities and our farms; 
but nothing that he will see will m i ^ e 
any difference whatever in his Chinese 
standard of 
judgment. 
Should 
he 
accept any European or Amarican in- 
fluence he would be unable to impress 
it on his fellow countrymen. 
If China 
is ever to be awakened from its ancient 
sleep it must be done by influences 
which are at present wholly inoperative 
or non-existent. 


A writer in Blackwood's Magazine is 
inclined to the view that the awful mo- 
notony of the lives of Chinamen drives 
them to opium smoking. They are so 
set in their ways and so caste ridden 
that they never learn anything new. 
The same usages, the same ideas, the 
same 
ways 
of 
working, 
worshiping 
and wedding have ruled them 
since 
long before the Christian ©ca. Is it any 
wonder 
that 
this existence 
becomes 
rather wearing at last and that they 
take refuge in the fatal drug that stim- 
ulates their imagination and gives them 
change in their minds at least? 
This 
frightful, maddcriing monotony of life is 
to be attributed largely to the teach- 
ings of the Chinese philosophy or re- 
ligion. It teems with proverbs inculcat- 
ing patience as the chief and most glo- 
rious virtua Patience will do this, that 
and the other. Patient submission to all 
wrong will bring right. Patient endur- 
ance of all ills will bring joy and hap- 
piness. 
I t is one of the most pernicious 
doctrines that can be taught to a human 
being. a % j right way to do when one is 
sufEering from ills of any kind is to 
fight them and overcome them, not sub- 
mit to them.

to 
evils would in the course of a few gen- 
erations make a Chinaman out of the 
fieriest 
white m a n that ever rebelled 
against authority.

Board, I t Is Said, Will Soon lieave San 


Franolaco to Secure Hia Liberation From 


a French Penal Settlement. 


According to excellent authority, tho 
friends of Tom O'Brien, bettor known as 
the'' Bunko King,'' have perfected tho plan 
for his liberation from the French penal 
Bettlement of Now Caledonia, to which ho 
was transported for life last March, after 
being convicted of th<i murder of his part- 
ner and brother in swindles, a, man named 
iWaddell. A largo steam yacht with friends 
on board, it. is said, will leave San Fran-

noted crooks will occupy the yacht's saloon. 
The only man in their confidence is their 
captain, who will receive $5,000 when 
O'Brien is safely landed. 


It has been ascertained that O'Brien is 
at work in or of the convict tobacco plan- 
tations not far from the capital of the is- 
land.

There was,a deadly quarrel, and 
each man,¡it is said,'sworo to kill the other 
on sl{/;ht. 


The weeks flew by, and the friends of 
eagh were busy keeping the men apart. 
O'Brien wont armed, but Waddell's cronies 
asserted that ho never carried a gun at any 
time. 


Tho meeting occurred sooner than any- 
body expected, and the stories told by the 
adherents of Wuddtell indicate a belief in 
O'Brien's maailinoss which was as surpris- 
ing as it was niispluced 
Outside tho Gare

SAVE THE ELEPHANT. 


IMMEDIATE ACTION IS SAID TO 
BE NECESSARY. 


Should Be Sot Apart 
WUhoat 
D e l a y - 
Officers of tho Aden Garrison Are Now 
Granted Groat Advantages — Abjrssin- 
ians' Raids.

the London 
Times 
writes to that paper 
urging the need of 
immediate 
action, 
if the African ele- 
phant is to be saved 
from 
speedy 
ex- 
tinction. 
"I desire 
to call 
attention," 
he says, "to the op- 
portunity 
w h i c h 
our protectorate over Somaliland gives 
us for constituting a portion of that 
country a sanctuary for the remaining 
herds of those animals—an opportunity 
so favorable 
in 
all 
respects that it 
seems only necessary to state the case 
to insure the adoption of this measure. 
Of late years Somaliland has been tra- 
versed by numerous parties of sports- 
men and the herds of elephants which 
a few years ago inhabited the mountain 
rapge behind Berbera have been driven 
out. 
This took place in the belt of 
country, the hunting In which is now 
reserved for the use of officers of the 
Aden garrison. 
These 
herds, or 
the 
remnants of them, have taken refuge 
more than a hundre.'l miles farther to 
the west, in the country i»f the Gada- 
bursi, to the south of Zeila. This large 
tract has been recently added to the 
Aden reserve, 
which 
therefore 
now 
a^rtiin contains elephants. 
My sugges- 
tion is that tho shooting of elephants 
shoulci be prohibited within the whole 
of the ro;"<e^'ve. 
Great advantages are 
granted to tli«? officers of the Aden gar- 
rison. which Í ehould be the last to 
grudge them, and it is a small conces- 
sion to ask them to ^ a k e in return 
that, within 
certain 
sj-'cciiied limits, 
they sliould abstain 
altogMhej 
from 
killing elephants. 
I do not for 
mo- 
ment believe that these gentlemen, who 
aro good sportsmen, would oppose this 
measure. 
Even if the privilege were 
nominally retained for them it would 
not be of long duration. 
The experi- 
ence of the past would be repeated. 
It 
is not that the animals are extermi- 
nated; the essential fact to be remem- 
bered is that a single shot fired at one 
member of the herd is enough to make 
a whole band abandon that part of the 
country. 
This belt of country is par- 
ticularly favorable for the constitution 
of such a sanctuary. 
It is compara- 
iively near home and therefore likely 
to be tindor constant observation. 
I 
naw ¡racks of elepliants on the fifteenth i 
day from leaving London 
Th« rlnca 


supervision by the assistant residents, 
who are able and experienced adminis- 
trators, stationed on the coast, would 
be comparatively easy, owing to the 
fact that numerous parties of sports- 
men traverse the region in que.stion 
every year and would, of course, re- 
port. 
They are also kept informed by 
native caravans who visit the coast fcr 
purposes of trade and who, owing to 
the wise and just treatment which they 
have received, are our fast friends. Tho

abundant forests and river beds bor- 
dered with dense jungle, is peculiarly 
attractive to elephants. 
Let me deal 
with possible objections. 
I have heard 
it urged that the officers at Aden would 
make so little use of the right 
that 
there is no purpose in restricting them. 
I d6 not think they would make this 
claim for themselves. 
On the contrary, 
I have reason to expect the heartiest 
co-operation from 
the 
authorities at 
Aden. 
It is obvious that a sanctuary 
in which the favored few are allowed 
to go on killing elephants is no si'nc- 
tuary at all. 
It has been said that re- 
striction for this area would be useless, 
as the Abyssinians, who 
have 
guns, 
raid it in search of ivory; but to tnis 
I reply—first, that such raids should 
be prevented, and, secohdly, if the ele- 
phants were thus harassed they would 
find a refuge in the eastern part of the 
reserve, which 
they 
frequented less 
than ten years ago and which is out of 
reach of the Abyssinian frontier. 
A 
memorandum 
embodying 
these 
con- 
siderations has been forwarded to tho 
India office. 
It has, 
I 
believe, been 
favorably entertained by the secretary 
of state and forwarded to the govern- 
ment of Bombay, under whose political 
supervision Somaliland lies. 
My pur- 
pose in writing to you is to invite an 
expression of opinion ftom naturalists, 
sportsmen, and not least, from those 
Interested In the future of Africa. Tho 
question 
of 
once more utilizing 
tho 
African elephant, as was ».ertainly done 
In Ptolemaic times, may be one for sub- 
sequent consideration. 
The preserva- 
tion of the race from extinction is ur- 
gent. 
Two or three years hence it may 
be too late so far as Soma liland is con- 
cerned."

St. Louis business men have called 
the attention of the St. Louis lines to 
the alleged fact that shipments of corn, 
ori^ating in Kansas and Nebraska, 
and ostensibly destined 
to Toledo, 
BuflFalo, New York and New England 
points, are being stopped at Chicago by 
connivance of some of the western 
roads, thus giving Chicago dealers the 
benefit of the low proportional rates 
between Mississippi river points and 
Chicago accruing under the export 
rates established by the Joint Traffic 
association. 
By this scheme, it is al- 
leged, Chicago grain dealers can pay

cago of grain billed through that city is 
a clear, violation of the western freight 
agreenient, no Itss than of the inter 
state commerce law, and it is not to be 
supposed the St. Louis linea or ship- 
pers will permit its continuance if they 
cin fix the truth of the charge. 


BPMORKD BESIGNATION OP MB JOHHSTON. 


The threats of ihe brewery people to 
get evex}.'f with A, W. Johnston, the 
general superintendent of the I^ickel 
Plate, for alleged damage to. their in- 
terests by his iamous. temperance order 
of a year ago, appears to be bearing 
fiuit.

MAN OF MAGNETIC INFLUENCE 
IN MEXICO'S AFFAIRS. 


Aealn Klected President of That Repab- 
lic—Hns Served Five Terms—A Rot-ord 
WUhont a Parallel In Mexico — Won- 
derful Prosperity. 


HE news that Gen. 
Poriirio 
Diaz 
has 
again been elected 
to the office of pres- 
ident of the republic 
of Mexico,showsthe 
esteem In which he 
is held in his own 
country. This will 
be his sixth term, 
as he has held the 
office for a 
term 
prior to the election of President Gon- 
zales in the year 1880. In November 
next he will close the twentieth year 
of his service as président of Mexico; 
and, if he shall outlive the 
ensuing 
term, he will have a record oi 24 years 
in the office. 


President Diaz is 66 years of age, and 
__ a halfbreed. By his mother hé is a 
descendent from the Indian race of 
Mexico, and by his father from 
the 
Spanish race. In his infancy his father 
died, and he was trained for life In 
Oaxaca by his Indian 
mother, 
who 
lived in poverty. 
In his youth, after 
period of clerkship and service In an 
inn, he studied for the priesthood of the 
Roman Catholic church, but, after a 
time, gave up the purpose of Entering 
upon an ecclesiastical career. He be- 
gan the study of law; he took part In 
politics; he was a member of the legis- 
lature of his state; he was a soldier on 
the liberal side in times of strife; he 
was a general In the war against the 
empire which France had set up in 
Mexico, and It was on this war that he 
won the renown which caused him to 
be chosen as provisional president In 
the year 1876, and 
as 
constitutional 
president the next year. 
Since that 
time he has held the office of chief exe- 
cutive, excepting during the four years 
in which it was held by Manuel Gon- 
zales. 


The course of Mexican history has 
been changed under Diaz' administra- 
tion. Revolutions and civil wars have 
been brought to an end; the old-time 
tyranny has passed away; the posses- 
sor of the office of president has lived 
in safety; the stability of the govern- 
men thas been secured. With abiding 
peace the country has attained a de- 
gree of prosperity unexampled in its 
history. 
It was in a most satisfactory 
manner that President Diaz, in hie last 
message to the Mexican congress, r e

viewed the state of the country. 
He 
told of the advancement of education, 
the growth of the industries and 
of 
commerce, the construction of 
great 
public works, the betterment 
of 
the 
government finances, the opening up of 
new and useful branches of activity, 
the improvement of trade, 
and 
the 
lessening of taxation. 
"We are justi- 
fied," he said, "in expecting such an in- 
crease in the normal sources of revenue 
as will amply suffice for all budget re- 
quirements." The president's messages 
to his congress, within recent years, 
have been of a kind never known in 
Mexico before his assumption of office, 
never known between 
the 
time 
in 
which Mexico won her independence 
from Spain and that in which she chose 
a president who was able to garner the 
fruits of independence 
and 
liberty. 
President Diaz is something more than 
a successful politician. 
He possesses 
the qualities of statesmanship. 
He 
understands the needs of his country, 
and also the method of supplying them 
through the legislation of a congress in 
which he is influential, and which re- 
gards his judgment. 
His skill as a 
diplomatist has been made manifest by 
his several negotiations with European 
powers, but his mastery of the trouble- 
some case of Guatemala, and by his de- 
sirable co-operation with 
the 
United 
States in the settlement of the boundary 
question. His friendliness toward this 
country, and his constant desire, for the

in one respect only has Diaz failed 
to satisfy the whole of the people liv- 
ing under his government. 
The Mex- 
ican 
ecclesiastical 
authorities 
have 
made complaint of his readiness to jus- 
tify the government interference with 
property which was the inheritance of 
the church from Spanish times. 
His 
defense has been that the sequestrated 
estates were needed for educational or 
other public purposes, and that the re- 
public could not guarantee or recog- 
nize all the titles which were granted 
by Spanish kings. But at the same time 
he has constantly affirmed 
that

PITTBBURG. July 28 -A cyclonicstorm 


burst upon this city yesterday after- 
noon and in the evening, ihe full ex- 
tant of the damage of which was not 
known until daylight, when wreck and 
ruin were apparent 
on all 
sides. 


Steeples were blown from churches and 
adjoining buildings crushed, houses 
were unroofed, trees broken off and in 
some cases torn up by the roots, while 
the havoc caused by the heavy rainfall 
of last week was repeated. 
There 


were two persons killed. Jacob Aflelter 
and John Figgs, and quite a number 
injured. 


The approach of the storm was her- 


alded by black clouds that turned day- 


very high OH account of the rain, but 
little damage had been done before the 
rush of water which carried away the 
tenement house. 
The particulars of 


the fatality which havo been received 
in this city are very meager, owing to 
the remoteness of the locality and the 
fact that the wires are down. 


Five of the todies of ihe unfortunates 


were recovered during the morning at 
various points about a mile away from 
where the house stood. The other ten 
are believed to have perished. One of 
the sixteen was rescued while clinging 
to a tree. Another of the occupants of 
tbe house was discovered clinging to 
the boughs of a tree three miles down 
the stream. He was unconscious and 


j died & few moments later. 


A great deal of mining and oil prop-

DAMAGE TO PROPERTY.

Brushton &nd Wilkinsburg 
suffered to a considerable extent, but 
not so badly as the districts nearer the 
river. The Second avenue, Fifth ave- 
nue and Hill districts got the full fury 
of the storm and the damage is general 
and widespread.

O'lJrlon has already lien ap- 
prised of the plans of hl=s friends and sup- 
plied with u code of signals to bo displayed 
by tho yacht when tho proper time comes. 
The expedition has cost money, but thero 
ecems to bo no Uvk In this regard, and tho 
yaoht is to carry a crew of 70 men. Four 
noted crooks will occupy tho yacht's saloon.

It is now 
conceded by all who pretend to a 
knowlenge of the bicycle and of tires 
that the double tuba tire is much the 
most practical and at the same time 
the fistest 'orm of tire in the world. 
In the so called single tube tire, wherein 
the whole fabric of the tire is cemented 
and vulcanized together, the walls of 
the tire are made of several layers ol 
fabric and the tires so made are still' 
ana unyielding, as compared with the 
double tube tire, in which the inner 
lining ia free to move independently ol 
the outer wearing cover. 
All the 


important speed records of the world 
are now held by the double tube tires, 
and during the present year it is inter- 
esting to note that all of the fastest 
riders of the United States are mounted 
on this form of tire. 


As the racing man loses no opportu- 


nity to select such apparatus aa will 
conduce to the last item of speed, as 
his reputation, salary and consequent 
glory depend entirely upon his success 
as a racing man and a winner, he has 
gradually abandoned the single tube 
form of tire and taken to the double 
tube, and as a result the records for 
speed have been repeatedly lowered 
within the past year and new records 
are now being made almost daily. 
It 


is apparent that the days of the single 
tube are numbered and io a short time 
no racing man 
will 
feel properly 


equipped unless mounted on the double 
tube tire. 


Another important point is that the 


double tube tires are greatly more dur- 
able. The single tube tire is all right 
for a very short time, but the average 
life of the single tube tire, owing to the 
peculiarities of its manufacture, ia bui 
a few mouths, and when the. single 
tuba is once punctured it seems impos 
sible to repair them so that they will 
remain air tight, th'o plugs, whether 
vulcanized in or not, soon work loose, 
besides disfiguring the tire and making 
hard lumps, which, on a smooth road, 
can be felt at eecb revolution of the 
wheel. 


It is a very difficult matter to make 


a tire air light. The holding of the air 
depends upon the integrity of the 
inner lining in any tire where this 
inner lining cannot be removed. 
It is 


impossible to make the tire air tight 
for any length of time, and it is im 
portant for new ridera to know that the 
larger number of loat-s are from causes 
which cannot be located on the outer 
surface of the tire. Hence the im- 
portance of having the air-containing 
tube removable (or inspection and re- 
pair. 


The United States is about two years 


late in trying the single tube tire. It 
was thoroughly tested out in use, iu 
England and on the Continent, two 
years ago, and has been completely 
abandoned there because of lack of 
durability, impossibility of repair, and 
the constant accompaniment of slow 
leaks which cannot be located.

supervision by the assistant residents, 
who are able and experienced adminis- 
trators, stationed on the coast, would 
be comparatively easy, owing to the 
fact that numerous parties of sports- 
men traverse the region in question 
every year and would, of course, re- 
port. They are also kept informed by 
native caravans who visit the coast for 
purposes of trade and who, owing to 
the wise and just treatment which they 
have received, are our fast friends. The 
Somalis are unarmed except 
with 


spears and therefore have not the 
power, even if they had the will, w 
go behind the restriction. 
They de- 


cline to eat the flesh of elephants, 
therefore an elephant killed is a ton 
of meat wasted, which Is a thing ab- 
horrent to us all. The region in ques- 
tion, which is mountainous, with fairly 
abundant forests and river beds bor- 
dered with dense Jungle, Is peculiarly 
attractive to elephants. Let me deal 
with possible objections. I have heard 
It urged that the officers at Aden would 
make so little use of the right that 
there Is no purpose in restricting them. 
I do not think they would make this 
claim for themselves. On the contrary, 
I have reason to expect the heartiest 
co-operation from the authorities at 
Aden. It Is obvious that a sanctuary 
In which the favored few are allowed 
to go on killing elephants is no s;v.c- 
tuary at all. It has been said that re- 
striction for this area would be useless, 
as the Abysslnians, who have guns, 
raid it in search of ivory; but to tMs 
I reply—first, that such raids should 
bo prevented, and, secondly, if the ele- 
phants were thus harassed they would 
find a refuge in the eastern part of the 
reserve, which they frequented less 
than ten years ago and which Is out of 
reach of the Abyssinian frontier. A 
memorandum embodying these con- 
siderations has been forwarded to the 
India office. 
It has, I believe, been 


favorably entertained by the secretary 
of state and forwarded to the govern- 
ment of Bombay, under whose political 
supervision Somaliland 'lies. My pur- 
pose in writing to you Is to Invite an 
expression of opinion from naturalists, 
sportsmen, and not leas', from those 
interested In the future of Africa. Tho 
question of onco more utilizing tho 
African elephant, as was certainly done 
in Ptolemaic times, may be one for sub- 
sequent consideration. The preserva- 
tion of the race from extinction is ur- 
gent. Two or three years hence it may 
be too late so far as Somallland is con- 
cerned."

)f late years Somaliland has been tra- 
ersed by numerous parties of sports- 
icn and the herds of elephants which 
few years-ago inhabited the mountain 
ange behind Derbera have been driven 
ut. 
This took place in the belt ol 


ountry, the hunting in which Is no<v 
escrvetl for the uso of officers of the 
Aden garrison. These herds, or tho 
romnnnts of them, have taken refuge 
more than a hundred miles farther to 
the west, iu the country of the Gada- 
bnrsl, to tho south of Zeila. This largo 
(tart has been recently added to the 
Aden reserve, which therefore now 
again contains elephants. My sugg 
tion is that t-be shooting of elephants 
should bo prohibited within the whole 
of the reserve. Great advantages are 
granted to the officers of tho Aden gar- 
rison, which I should be the last to 
grudge them, and it is a small conces- 
sion to ask them to make in return 
tlmt. within certain specified limits, 
they should abstain altogether from 
killing e'.ephnnts. I do not for a mo- 
ment believe thnt these gentlemen, who 
are good sportsmen, would oppose this 
measure. Even if the privilege were 
nominally retained for them it would 
not be of long duration. The experi- 
ence of the past would he repeated. It 
Is not that the animals are extermi- 
nated: the essential fact to be remem- 
bered is that a single shot flred at one 
member of the herd is enough to make 
a whole band abandon that part of the 
country. 'This belt of country Is par- 
ticularly favorable for the constitution 
of such a sanctuary, u Is compara- 
tively near home and therefore likely 
to be under constant observation.
